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KEEPING TRACK OF ALIENS 
The issuance of identification cards to immigrants 
is about as tyrannous a procedure as bestowing on 
motcrists evidence of their license to drive, to be dis- 
played on proper occasion. It can be obnoxtous only 
to aliens who enter the country illegally and to the 


chouters for unrestricted immigration who raise a rum- 


aliens. 

By the Department of Labor order effective July| 
1, the cards are to be issued for quota and non-quota| 
immigrants by American consuls at points of departure. | 
They will be officially signed and delivered to their 
holders on arrival in the United States. To aliens| 
who enter above board the identifying cards will serve; 
as a quick straight answer should their status be ques- 
tioned. It 1s but common sense for the government to 
adopt an appropriate means of disiinguishing future 
immigrants in good faith from illegal entrants and 
certainly there is every reason for the former to wel- 
come a token thar will prevent their confusion with 
the latter. 

American citizens submit more or less cheerfully| 
to many formalities of a registrative sort of necessary 
for purposes of record and for individual and public 
safeguard. When they travel abroad they must ac- 
count for their comings and goings with much particu- 
larity. But any curiosity whatever about the presence 
of aliens in America is sure to, start the yell of “Prus- 
sianism’ from the free and unlimited immigration| 
bloc. The fear of anii-restrictionists that the United|
